The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 75, 77, 78, 82-86, 95, 98-1 00, 1 03-1 05, 116,1 27-1 30, 1 50, 1 56, and 1 57 
are allowable. Claims 81 , 87-94, 1 01 , 1 02, 1 1 7-1 25, 131,1 32, and 1 34-1 37, previously 
withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, require all the 
limitations of an allowable claim(s). Pursuant to the procedures set forth in MPEP § 
821.04(a), the restriction requirement between inventions of Groups ll-VII, as set 
forth in the Office action mailed on 29 May 2008, is hereby withdrawn and claims 
81 , 87-94, 1 01 , 1 02, 1 1 7-1 25, 131,1 32, and 1 34-1 37 are hereby rejoined and fully 
examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1 .1 04. In view of the withdrawal of the 
restriction requirement, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a 
continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a 
claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be subject to 
provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of 
the instant application. Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 
35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See InreZiegler, 443 F.2d 121 1 , 1215, 170 
USPQ 1 29, 1 31 -32 (CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 .

The status of claims 81 , 87-94, 1 01 , 1 02, 1 1 7-1 25, 1 31 , 1 32, and 1 34-1 37, 
currently listed as withdrawn, is changed to "presently amended." 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior of art 
of record, considered individually or as a whole, does not teach each and every 
limitation of the claims, nor would the combined teaching of the cited prior art constitute 
an obvious variant of the claimed invention. As indicated in the previous Office Action, 
the prior art of record generally discloses methods for determining a selection of content 
corresponding to a user pressing a button on a control device (e.g., a remote control, 
PDA, etc.), but does not explicitly teach or imply the method recited in amended claim 
75 wherein the selection is determined by computing a time at which the request was 
issued, nor does it teach the amended limitation wherein the user request is transmitted 
to a headend where the computing and identification is performed.
